A BLOODY POLISH BIOT. 


Rival Settlements of .Foreigners in Denver 
Unite in a Pleasure Party. 

Denver, Colo., April 11.—A bloody riot oc- 
curred late last night between rival Swede, 
Pole, and Hungarian colonies at Thirty-fourth 
and Blake streets, which resulted in the fatal 
shooting of one man and the serious wound- 
ing of several others. The combined efforts 
of the police force prevented a wholesale 
massacre. The men are mostly employed in 
smelters and foundries located in the neigh- 
borhood. The mélée grew out of a long- 
standing jealousy in the settlement over a 
young Polisn woman, Alice Falka, who yes- 
terday mornin

The former crowd drove their 
rivals into their den, when the wildest scene 
took place. Chai tables, and beds were 
broken up and the pieces used to pound each 
other over the head. Many were knocked 
senseless and trampled under foot until life 
was almost extinct. After a bitter fight the 
Knaudo crowd were driven to their — 
where the same scene occurred. Seve 
shots were fired, and a Pole named Riboritch 
was fatally shot. and others were seriously 
wounded. The police in the neighborhood at- 
tempted to quiet the disturbance and make 
arrests, but were driven away by the mob. 
Reinforcements were sent for to the Central 
Station, which quelled the riot.

lishment of Our Girls’ Codperative Clothing 
Company of Chicago. It must have taken a 
good many heads to evolve the name. The 
girls put together their little say- 
ings, and with some help from out- 
side sources began work about Jan. 1, 1887. 
Miss Mary McCormick is their President; 
Miss Augusta Westeriund, Secretary; Mrs. 
Olivia Johnson, Treasurer; and Miss Lottie 
Sheliberg, Miss Mary Hawkinson, Miss Mary 
Quirk, Miss Mary O'Malley. Miss Mary 
Howe, and Miss Mary Malloy, with- the 
officers, are the directors. The official list 
seems to run somewhat to Marys, but Mary 
is a good, old-fashioned, substantial name, 
and seems to have given its attributes to the 
management. At any rate the enterprise 
has prospered and the factory at. No. 
145 East Ontario street is flourishing. There 
are about thirty girls who turn out 
coats, pants, vests.“ own stock in the 
busipess, and share profits. To be sure, there 
are also ten or twelve men who do the heavy 
pressing and are also interested in the con- 
cern, but they area feeble minority and hard- 
ly worth considering. At first the girls made 
clothes for the wholesale clothiers. Then the 
cutters opened a codperative establishment, 
and naturally enough handed all their work 
to the girls. Now they have all they can do, 
and are increasing their force and capacity 
for work daily. 

It should not be supposed for an instant, 
however, that “Our Girls,” happy family 
though they are, had their good time all by 
themselves. On the contrary, the occasion 
was the “grand calico ball“ given by Our 
Girls’ Local Assembly, No. 7,707, Knights of 
Labor.“ So far from hiding their light under 
a bushel, they had about 800 of their friends, 
a ger an ge and well-wishers, both male 
and female, present to share the fun.

ME. BLAINE FAST RECOVER.NG. 


He Is Gaining Strength and Is Nearly Out 
| of Danger. 
Fort Grnsox, I. T., April 11.— [Special. 


| Members of Mr. Blaine's family are more 


cheerful this morning over the favorable an- 
nouncements of the physicians. Mr. Blaine 
passed an easy night, waking only three 
times, on which occasions be took nourish- 
ment in the shape of milk. This morning he 
was much rested and had considerable appe- 
tite. He ate meat and swallowed the fibre, 
instead of ejecting itas before. He has no 
fever whatever, and has had none since 
Saturday night. His pulse is 80 per 
minute, and respiration and temperature 
normal: The weather, which threatens 
rain, continues warm and favorable to his 
recovery. He is fast regaining his strength, 
and talks free y with his family, and the 
doctor says that all cause for alarm has dis- 
appeared. The doctor insists, however, on 
r. Blaine keeping his room for at least a 
week. He is disposed to be more quiet this 
morning than yesterday, a fact for which his 
physician accounts upon the theory that it is 
a natural and not unfavorable reaction trom 
his condition of the day before. He ate his 
breakfast with relish, and took more solid 
food than at any former mal since his ar- 
rival here. He has passed the morning in 
quiet rest, and, after a lunch of broth, he is 
sleeping quietly at this hour. The weather, 
which threatens rain, is warm and 
springlike. Dr. Byrne 
everything considered 
no more favorable conditions 
and surroundings for his distinguished pa- 
tient. This morning was the first time in 
four days that Mr. Blaine has been allowed 
to converse with members of his own family. 
The interviews were, ho er, quite short, 
as he is still quite hoarse and not out of 
danger. His daughter Hattie read to hima 
while this afternoon, and about 4 o’clock Mr. 
Blaine fell into a quiet sleep. His hoarse 
breathing is still a symptom of alarth to his 
family. The attack is believed to be due to 


the exposure Mr. Blaine was subjected to on 


his tmp West. At every station he was 
called out of the car, and. responded nearly 
always by stepping out on the platform with- 
out his overcoat and bowing his acknowl- 
edgments to the multitudes. In this manner 
he sustained a severe cold that settled on his 
lungs and developed pneumonia. —

C. Kerins and Dr. Mudd of this city, the 
latter of whom went to Fort Gibson to ex- 
amine and treat Mr. Blaine, returned tonight. 
Mr. Kerins said that when he and Dr. Mudd 
left Fort Gibson Mr. Blaine was getting along 
nicely, and was wellon the way to quick re- 
covery. The following statement by Dr. Mudd 
covers the case from the time he first saw 
Mr. Biaine unt noon today, and ought to 
allay any apprehension which exist that 
Mr. Blaine is in any danger or he is in 
any sense very. sick. It is proper to say, 
however, that Dr. Mudd advi Mr. Blaine 
not to attempt to travel or to oxpose himself 
unduly for another week. The following is 
Dr. Mudd’s report: a 

At II o'elock last Saturday morning Mr. Blaine 
hada slight fever, the result of general broa- 
chitis, and a slight pneumonia of a part of the 
lower margin of the left lung. record of his 
case, as kept by Dr. Byrne, post surgeon, showed 
an irregular but daily rise in temperature to 103°. 
The bronchitis rapidly improved during the 
next twenty-four hours. re. was during 
this time no extension of the  pneu- 
monia, and as neither Dr. Byrne nor myself could 
detect any imperfection inthe constitution of 
the patient we felt that there was no serious 
danger. Mr. Blaine is singularly free from any 
evidence of chronic disease or weakness. The 
regularity and simplicity of his habits have pre- 
served his stomach and ‘his circulatory apparatus 
is in good condition, and, now that 
the disease has subsided, we believe, unless 
there is a recurrence of trouble, that his fine 
physique and good recuperative powers will soon

A Party of Curlosity-Seekers Fatally In- 
jured by an Explosion.

They were startled by a 
heavy explosion, and knowing that the party 
had entered the other slope, they hastened 
there to investigate. About 100 yards from 
the foot of the slope they came upon Messrs. 
Short and Thompson and the two ladies, 
lying upon the ground, some of them un- 
conscious and all fmghtfully burned and 
mangled. They were taken out as speedil 
as possible and medical attendance obtained. 
Miss Keiter’s face was burned beyond recog- 
nition, her skull and thigh fractured, and 
ankle crushed. She died this evening. Miss 
Shaul had a leg badly fractured and was ter- 
ribly bruised and burned, but may survive. 
Short’s head is a mass of cuts and contusions 
and he is badly burned. He remained un- 
conscious and his recovery is doubtful. 
Thompson is painfully but not fatally bruised. 
The precise cause of the explosion is un- 
known, but the supposition is that the party

CONTROLLER OF CHICAGO. 


MAYOR ROCHE SELECTS A. H. BURLEY 
FOR THE POSITION. . 

Satisfaction Expressed on All Sides—The 
Appointment Generally Conceded to Be 
a Good One—Mr. Burley Accepts—Can- 
vassing the Vote—The Rush for Offices— 
Bothering the Mayor-Elect—What the 
Cabinetmakers Are Doing. 

Mayor-elect Roche authorized the an- 
nouncement yesterday that he had appointed 
Mr. Augustus H. Burley as Controiler. Few 
men have had as thorough training for this 
responsible position as A. H. Burley. An 
active, successful business-man, he was called 
on long before the fire to become one of the 
old Board ef Public Works. He presided over 
its deliberations and was its most efficient 
member. When his term expired he was, in 
1870, sent to the Legislature from the North 
Bide. It was the first Legislature under 
the new Constitution, and good men were 


at the request of the then Mayor, he 
resigned to accept the Controllership, which 
he held for two years. He performed its 
duties faithfully and well. Subsequently he 
served for two years in the Council from the 
Eighteenth Ward. His last official duty was 
to act as foreman of the grand jury which 
indicted the county thieves. There is no de- 
partment of the City Government that he 
does not know the workings of, and that will 
make him invaluable as a member of the 
Cabinet of a Mayor who has had but littie 
practical acquaintance with city affairs. Mr. 
Burley was not an applicant for the place, 
whose arduous duties he knows and whose 
salary does not benefit a man of his 
means, but he will accept rather from 
a sense of duty than from inclination. 
The appomtment gives general satisfaction, 
and was favorably commented on last night 
by allthe leading Republicans and Demo- 
crats who could seen. Mr. Burley was 
found at the Union Club last night and asked 
if he had been personally informed of the ap- 
intment, to which he repied: Ves. Mr. 
the sent for me last Saturday, and when I 
called upon him he told me I had been favor- 
ably mentioned for the position of Controller 
by some of his best friends. He then asked 
if 1 would accept the position, 
and I told him I would do so with pleasure. 
He then said I was to consider myself his 
choice for the position, but with the under- 
standing that no publicity was tobe made of 
the fact for several ys. Mr. English 
called an me today and said he was in- 
structed by Mr. Roche to say that I was at 
liberty to make the appointment known. He 
— ted undertook to inform the newspaper 
meh, and I suppose all of them know it by 
this time.“ 

How soon do you think you will qualify, 
Mr. Burley?” he was asked. 

„Well, my appointment has to be approved 
by the Council and after that my bond of 
$100,000 must be approved, so I suppose it 
will be several days after Mr. Roche takes 
his seat. The Council could, of course, ap- 
prove my appointment and my bond tne same 
night Mr. Roche qualifies, but whether this 
will be done or not I am unable to say.“

Toronto, Ont., April 11.—The Globe today 
says: The letterof President Cleveland to 
the President of the Fishery Union at Glou- 
cester, Mass, is a remarkable and important 
document. Itis not such a letter as the 
Americans interested in the fisheries desired 
to receive from the President, but the letter 
was evidently intended as a warning to Cana- 
dians also. While we desire that the rights 
of Canada be firmly and efficiently assert- 
ed and maintained, we hope that American 
fishermen will not be refused any privileges 
to which they are entitled, and that they will 
never experience unjust or unfriendly treat- 
ment from those employed in the protection 
of our rights. It would be folly, however, to

waters which we believe they have not under 
the treaty now in force, and that there are 
privileges to which they are ‘entitled, in the 
opinion of the President, to which we say 
they have no title whatever. From this mis- 
understanding, if we assert what we believe 
to be our ee So misunderstandings 
may arise. This letter, although studiously 
moderate in tone, intimates plainly what may 
follow. The position is, to say the least, ex-

armed with warrants. The officials of tne 

company contend in a general way that in 
the last three years merchandise to the value 
ot a half million dollars has been taken from 
the cars, and that the conspiracy to rob the 
trains involves fully one hundred train hands, 


three months by detectives engaged by the 
company. The arrests have created 
‘the greatest excitement among the 
railroad employés of the city.

EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENSE IN THE 
SCHWARTZ CASE. 


Testimony Adduced to Show the Receipt 
of Money by Watt from His Father-in- 
Law—The Prosecution Contradicted on 
Minor Points — Two Witnesses Swear 
that Emma Lewis’ Reputation fer Truth 
Is Bad— Col. Bowman Contradicts Gal- 
lagher—The Haddock Case. 

Morris, III., April 11.—[SpeeialJ— The 

fourth week of the Rock Island case com- 

menced this morning with the defense con- 
tinuing their evidence. That presented to- 
day has been in impeachment principally. 

Jonas D. Mead of Paxton, III., father-in-law 

of the prisoner Watt, was the first witness 

called to the stand. He testified to receiving 
back pension of $1,007 in June, 1886, and de- 
posited it, less commissions, in the Ford 

County Bank at that place, Nov. 11 

he sent a draft for $300 to Watt. He 

identified Watt’s indorsement on the 
back of the draft. On cross-examination 
he said that before receiving the pension he 
had decided to divide the money between his 
three daughters, but had not yet presented 
any of them with the amount except Mrs. 
Watt. He said Watt had not asked him for 


the money, and that he had received no note 
‘from him. He last saw Watt before sending 


the money—Sept. 6. He denied having told 
the Paxton Bank officials that Watt wanted 
the $300. The objection of the defense was 
sustained to the question as to whether the 
witness ever killed a man in Ford County. 
The prosecution has claimed that Watt got 
the manny from his father-in-law for the 
purpose of a “cover” to the money in his 


on. 
Thomas C. Bayd, Schwartz’s Chicago land- 
lord, said that he leased his house to defend- 
ant Oct. 17, 1885, and that some of the articles 
of furniture now in the house are the same 
that were there in 1885. He produced the 
lease, and stated ,that Schwartz paid $10 per 
month and water rent. William Watt, a 
brakeman, and the youngest brother of the 
prisoner, said he was present at the Chicago 
depot last fall with Wind, Schwartz, and 
Watt when the — of “rushing the 
growler’’? was referred to, and that he did 
not say “Newt’’ had any more money 
than the rest of them. He said that Wind 
(the detective) was the one who proposed to 
have the “‘growler’’ rushed. 
Homer J. Anderson, Superintendent of the

. The defense then attempted to ascer- 
tain what effect the sight and removal of the 
remains had upon his mind. The prosecution 
were sustained in their objection to this line 
of examination. Thomas M. Watt, brother of 
the prisoner, testified in regard w meeting 
Pinkerton and “Newt” on the train 
returning from Morri after. an in- 
terview with Schwartl. He related 
his visit to Pinkerton next day 
his brother Robert, which was made at Pink- 
erton’s suggestion, who said that ‘* Newt’’ 
was stubborn and would not admit anything. 
* Newt’? was being detained at Pinkerton’s 
at this time. Pinkerton wanted one of them 
to go down to Morris with him and Newt”’ 
the next day, and Robert arranged to go. 
Robert Watt, brother of the prisoner, and 
who hves in the front part of the flat occu- 
pied by Newt,” was sworn. He said he re- 
membered being in Cameron’s saloon last 
fall. when ind, Schwartz, ‘ Newt,’ 
Henry earns, and Wood (who has 
been spoken of as the Rey. Mr. Wood) 
were there.

He stated with satisfaction 
that Miss Lewis had been his mash,“ and 
that he had called on her a dozen times, the 
last time being since she had lived on Car- 
penter street. James Feltham of Chicago 
stated that he knew Emma Lewis and that 
her reputation for truth and veracity was 
bad. e haa met her at Delmonico’s, on 

uine er and had seen her in a West- 

ide ~ Bos . He gave the names of three or 
four whom he had heard question her repu- 
tation for truth and veracity. The defense 
attempted by this witness and the previous 
one to question her good character, but the 
court ruled out the questions. 

William J. Gallagher was brought prom- 
inently into the case again this afternoon 
when Col. Wendel? P. Bowman of Philadel- 
phia, counsel for Schwartz, was called to the 
Witness stand. He denied that he ever told 
Schwartz in the Cook County Jail that 
Gallagher was an old friend of his and that 
he could confide in him; that he never intro- 
duced Gallagher and Schwartz; that Galla- 
gher advanced and spoke tohim. He said that 
on one of the two occasions when he met 
Gallagher in the jail the latter interrupted 
him and Schwartz during an inter- 
view by offering the latter some whisky; 
that no familiar salutations were ever 
passed between them. The cross-examina- 
tion was very lively, the prosecution com- 
mencing with solid shot about the witness 
being indicted with Gallagher in Philadel- 
phia. Mr. Bowman said that he had been a 
witness in two criminal cases, but, having 
his memory refreshed, admitted that he had 
‘served in that capacity three times; that one 
of these three times was in his own and Gal- 
lagher’s behalt; that he was indicted for ac- 
cidentally speaking to one of the jurors in a 
case in which he was the attorney for the 
defendants; that the indictment was for em- 
bracery or jury bribing; that the charge nad 
its inception in malice, and that the 
complainant had since committed sui- 
‘cide. He admitted that he shook hands 
with Gallagher, but said there was no 
cordiality manifested. Bowman denied that 
he ever roomed with Gallagher in Philadel- 
phia, and that their offices were just across 
the hall from each other. The court held the 
prosecution to a strict cross-examination, 
threatening several times to dismiss the wit- 
ness from the stand when the questions 


reached a too personal nature in regard to 


Gallagher and Philadelphia matters. Had 
court adjourned at the usual time to permit 
the prosecution to consult Gallagher, the 
examination would probably have been of 
even a more interesting nature. , 

Commencing tomorrow evening night 
sessions will be held and the case probabl 
rushed ne this week. Gallagher will 
undoubtedly put on the stand in rebuttal 
of Bowman's testimony.

PRESAGES OF DEATH. 


“White Lady” Warned Maria 
Theresa o Her End. 

The Viscomte d’Arlincourt tell us that he 
visited the Archduchess Maria Louise, the 
widow of Napoleon, and from her lips heard 
that the White Lady never fails to appear in 
the Imperial Palace of Vienna before the 
death of oneof the house of Austria. She 
told him: 

My grandmother was Queen of the Sicilies, 
aud after the death of my father’s first wife, 
Elizabeth, he asked for the Hand of her 
daughter, Maria Theresa, daughter of Fer- 
dinand J. of Sicily. My graadmother, 
anxious about her daughter’s welfare, con- 
sulted a pious nun, to whom it was allowed 
at times to see through the veil of the future. 
Her answer was as follows: “Your 
daughter will be happy, but after her thirty- 
fifth year God will call her to himself.“ 

This was clear enough. Thenew Empress 
ascended the throne (she was crowned in 
1790, at the age of 18) in the expectation of 
having a short but happy life. She often 
spoke tober young children aboutit, but 
never complained that the time was short. 

The nearer the ominous term drew the 
more did the Empress endeavor to banish the 
thought of it from her mind. She ceased to 
speak of it. In the year that preceded her 
death a heavy sickness brought her into great 

ril. “Be at ease,” her Majesty said to 

hose who surrounded her; “my hour is not 
yet come. If heaven calls me, it will be next 
year. 

Her 85th year arrived. One day my sister, 
the late Empress of Brazil, exclaimed in 
terror to her mother: 

„Behind your elbow chair I see—I see——”’ 

„What, child? Speak!” 

„The White Lady.” 

„She has not come for you,

A STRONG EFFORT TO BE MADE TO 
DOWN SPRINGFIELD. 

Chicago, Peoria, and Centralia Interests 
United in Opposition—Twenty-eight Sen- 
ators Said to Be Pledged—Work of the 
Houses—A Veto tn Wisconsin—Michigan 
Legidlative Investigations Reveal Insur- 
ance Frauds—A School Text-Book Bill 
—Prohibition Fight—Tilinois Elections.

The biil permanently iocating the State Fair 

t Springfield will come upon second read- 
in the Senate Wednesday. There will be 

a hard fight over the measure, which will be 

met with a proposition to alternate the fair 

between Chicago, Peoria, and Centralia. The 
three interests have pooled their issues 
against Springfield, anda motion will be 
made in the Senate to substitute the three 
points named for Springfield. A few days 
ago a countof noses showed that twenty-eight 
Senators had agreed to vote for the plan of 
alternating the fair between the three cities, 
and it is still believed that this number can 
be held for the proposition. If it is beaten 
and “Dave” Littler succeeds in bagging 
the fair for this town, the victory 
will de due to the action of cer- 


tain Chicago Senators. Three of them are 


believed to have made secret pledges to 
Springfield, but for what reason the public is 
not informed. The real-estate ring of the 


Capital is working hard for the location of 
the fair here. For this purpose a paper boom 
is being worked up. The local papers for the 
last few s have with accounts of 
the Springfield boom. The real-estate deal- 
ers have announced an increase of 25 per cent 
in prices, but there are no accounts of any 
large sales. The alleged boom was discov- 
ered afew days ago in the jungle of the 
State Fair Appropriation bill, and will disap- 

as soon ds that measure is disposed of. 
ts sole object is to effect the vote on the 
bill. One thing that will hurt Springfield in 
this fight is the exposure of the State 
printing steal by the legislative committee. 
The fact that the lodal press, Banker Tracy, 
Postmaster Clendenin, and others have been 


connected with the printing combine will 


have the effect of causing some members to 
vote against Springfield as the point for the 
permanent location of the fair. They appear 
to be afraid that the fair here would only 
lead to the formation of another ring to 
bleed the State. Dave Littler’s appointment 
on the Pacific railroads investigation will 
also weaken Springfield. This will probably 
necessitate his resignation from the 
House, which would, of course, end 
all deals made by him with reference 
to the fair. He s out trading 
everything in sight for Springfield, and prob- 
ably had more deals on his hands than he 
knew what to do with. He is, no doubt, 
. to get out of the House so that his 
inability to deliver all he mised may not 
be exposed. But it will a sorry day for 
Springfield when the member from Sanga- 
mon, who has made about as indifferent a 
Chairman of the Appropriations Committee 
as cOuld have been found, gets out of the 
House. With no one from Springfield whois 
in @ position to return favors. the hack driv- 
ers and boarding-house keepers here will 
have hard work landing the State Fair.

Fail- 
ing in this they will stop the canvass .by an 
injunction. e Prohibitionists have com- 
plete lists of all persons who obtained. natu- 
ralization papers less than six months before 
the election, and claim that many such voted 
in violation of iaw. If so it may result in 
throwing out the vote of this city, which 
would insure the adoption of the prohibitory 
amendment. The Prohibitionists claim that 
the same state of affairs exists in Muskegon, 
which also voted against the amendment. 


A British Subject Secures a Detroit Office. 

Detroit, Mich., April 11. — [Special.]— 
Julius Hess and W. E. Brown, two Detroit 
architects, were candidates for the place of 
Superintendent of the new Detroit Govern- 
ment Building, a job that is hkely to last for 
ten years.

The men were getting good wages— 
from $8 to $4 a day. It is impossible for us to 
greatly increase ‘that amount.

THE WIRTH CASE AGAIN. 


Mrs. Wirth Now Positively Identifies the 
Mutilated Body. 

Mrs. Frederick Wirth made a second trip to 
Lockport yesterday to examine the legless trunk 
foundin the river several weeks ago and thought 
to de her husband, whose mysterious disappear- 
ance two months ago has never been explained, 
and which caused the incarceration of Jacob 
Kuebler, his brother Herman, and Peter Nichols 
on suspicion of complicity in his supposed mur- 
der and led to the sensational finding of the body 
of Peter Hansen in the slip near the Red bridge. 
When Mrs. Wirth made the first examination of 


the body at Lockport she did not believe that it. 


was her husband. But she has since changed her 
opinion, and lately made complaitt to Chief 
Ebersold because the body had not been sent 
home for burial. The Chief informed her that 
she must first positively identify the body, which 
she had so far failed to do. So Mrs. Wirth con- 
cluded to make a second examination of 
the body, and yesterday, accompanied by 
ter sister-in-law, Mrs. «John irth, and 
Coroner Shaw of Joliet, she arrived in Lockport 
and was again shown the mutilated trunk. She 
claimed to fully identify it by a scar 
in the left reast, over the heart, 
where he had been stabbed fifteen years 
ago; bya scar on the right side of the head, and 
also by the absence of two teeth from the upper 
aw, which were extracted several years ago. 
he returned to the city last * in 
the conviction that the remains were ose 
of her missing husband. When seen at her 
home, No. 2141 Archer avenue, hast 
even Mrs. Worth said that the body would 
arrive inthe city this afternoon and that the 
funeral would take place at go clock Wednesday 
morning. She complained of the apathy of the 
— * in the case and seemed to think that they 
ad not done their duty in investigating the con- 
duct of the Kueblers the Friday night when 
Wirth was last seen in their company. Jacob 
Kuebler was recently released from cus- 
tody without bond, and there is now 
no one legally implicated in it. 
The detectives say that they were unable to find 
any direct evidence of foul play, and they have 
virtually dropped the case. It is now generally 
believed among Wirth's late associates that if he 
is really dead he committed suicide. The 
only direct evidence discovered bears out the 
theory ot suicide. Wirth had been complaining 
of his large family and the difficulty of providing 
for them, and on the day of his disappearance 
was noticed to be unusually depressed, and, con- 
trary to his invariable custom, refused extra 
work. which was offered to him that night by the 
foreman of Turner’s packing-house, where he 
was working.

When an attempt is 
made to put food in her mouth the jaws close 
rigidly and the lips are com tightly. 
Occasionally she will drink a swallow or two of 
water if the edge of the glass is forced between 
her lips. She is uced to a skeleton 
and looks like acorpse. The lips, however, are 
slightly colored and the breathing is perceptible, 
pa mee aur poner agree that the entranced wo 

is afflicted with catalepsy, though the sus 
sion of muscular power, volition, and sense has 
lasted longer than such cases usually do.

PERVERTING THE RAILROAD LAW. 

In a communication to Tus Trisuxe 
printed in this issue Mr. 8. W. Allerton takes 
a gloomy view of the Inter-State Commerce 
act, and seems to think the new law permits 
and even encourages the maintenance of ex- 
orbitant long-haul rates. Mr. Allerton cites 
instances showing the attempts of the rail- 
roads to pervert and abuse the law by un- 
justifiable advances in rates, but he falls into 
the common error of supposing that the In- 
ter-State Commerce act deais only with the 
proportion, between long and short hauls 
without any regard to the essential reason- 
ableness and fairnes$ of each rate taken by 
itself. Just the contrary is the fact. Long 
and short distance rates must not only be 
equalized in the manner required by the act, 
but each must be reasonable and just. In de- 
termining what constitutes a reasonable and 
just rate in a given case, a railroad corpora- 
tion would certainly be estopped from ques- 
uuoning a standard which it had voluntarily 
adopted and maintained. When, therefore, 

a railroad advances a rate which it had 
potions made and published as reasonable 
and fair, and makes such advance in the 
face of a law prohibiting excessive charges, 


prepared by itself—a fact that will soon be 
known in railroad circles if the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission proceeds with an en- 
| ergetic discharge of duty. 

The instances of increased and unequal 
charges cited by Mr. Allerton can be attacked, 
not under the short-haul clause, but under 
the section of the Inter-State act requiring 
all rates to be reasonable and just.” Making, 
maintaining, and publishing a certain rate as 
reasonable, a railroad could not thereafter 
increase it without being convicted of extor- 
tion on evidence supplied by itself unless it 
could show an actual advance in the cost of 
the service. The Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission surely will not permit the abuse and 
perversion of the law by shoving up rates. 
Moreover, the instances cited by Mr. Aller-

The fisheries question once more promises 


of the action of the English Government. 


There is nothing novel in the charge.

Cabinet at ashington has received in- 
telligence that England has decided to indorse 
the policy which has been affirmed by Can- 
ada and which she has enforced during the 
last year, and the situation has become of 
sufficient gravity for the President to write 
what is tantamount to an open letter to Mr. 
George Steele, the President of the Amer- 
ican Fisheries Union, setting forth in a gen- 
eral way the use he proposes to make of the 
retaliatory authority vested in him by Con- 


gress. 
The President's letter is not as explicit as 

might have been wished, and it certainly will 

not satisfy the fishermen if it were their ob- 


- 4 ject merely to shut out Canadian fish and se- 


cure a monopoly of the market, for the Presi- 
dent.declares that he cannot undertake to 
restrict the operation of retaliation to “ pro- 
‘“*hibiting Canadian fish from entry into the 
sports of the United States.“ At the same 
time, his position ought to be a satisfactory 
one to them, for, after all, the entire ques- 
tion hinges upon fish. There is no complaint 
from any other source. There is no charge 
that other American interests are suffering 
from Canadian interference. If any further 
outrages occur they will be connected with 


the fisheries; and if the Retaliatory act is 
put into operation it will bo because of these | 


outrages, and the fisheries will share in the 
general benefits. 

The only difference between the President 
and the fishermen is that while they natur- 
ally enough view the situation from their 
own standpoint, for they are and have been 
the only sufferers thus far by the unjust ac- 
tion of the Dominion Government, the Presi- 
dent declares that he will order the embargo, 
not simply to protect. the fishermen, but to 
resent an indignity upon our flag and our Na- 


this letter is not merely a string of piatitudes 
without definit purpose, like his utterances 
on civil-service-reform and “ pernicity,” the 
fishermen have every reason to believe that 
their rights will be regarded by Canada or 
that the barriers will be put up, full hight, 
between us and the Dominion. If the 
news be true that the Imperial Gov- 
ernment’ will sustain’ Canada in her 


on construing the wretched, makeshift 
treaty of 1818 just as she pleases, and inter- 
ference with American fishing vessels will 
compel the President to act. That is the 
whole of the situation. The seizure of any one 
of these vessels or the hauling down of one 
of their flags will be an insult not alone to 
fishermen but an affront upon our National 
honor, and it was to meet just such an emer- 
gency that Congress authorized the President 
to retaliate by putting up the commercial 
bars all along the frontier—not merely to for- 
bid the entry of Canadian fish into our ports, 
but all of her products. It is not a fish- 
ery act, but a National act, but the 
fisheries will have the advantage of ig 
just the same. The people and the 
press of the country are united on this qués- 
tion, and the President not only cannot resist 
this public sentiment but he cannot act too 
soon to suit it. The only interpretation that 
ean be put upon his letter is that he will so 
act as to conserve the general interests, and 
in doing this he will conserve the fishing in- 
terests also. Meanwhile any time the Ca- 
nadians want to éscape from the emergency 
they have themselves precipitated they can 
do so by accepting complete reciprocity be- 
tween the two cSuntries, which will end all 
disputes between them. There is no other 
solution of the preblem. The issue is clear- 
ly made up. They cannot continue their pres- 
ent policy without provoking non-intercourse, 
and if non-intercourse means war, so much 
the worse for them. 

THE BENEFACTIONS OF CAPITAL. 
One of the most frequent complaints ot So- 
Cialists, as well as of laboring-men, is direot- 
ed against the selfishness of capital. It is 
constantly charged that capitalists have no 
souls, that they arethe enemies of the poor, 
that they are engaged ina huge conspiracy 
to depress and degrade labor, and that they 
amass fortunes for selfish personal enjoy- 
ment and for the mere sake of possession of 
wealth. In this swéeping de no excep- 
tions are made. Everv man with more than 
the ordinary share of money is set down as a 
grasping, sordid, cruel. enemy of the poor, 
making capital out of their misfortunes—and 
their labor. 

The flaw in this indictment lies in the uni- 
versality of its application. Undoubtedly 
there are capitalists to whom money for the 
sake of money is their all in all, and who 
heap up their accumulations, like the miser, 
not for what money will do, but out of the 
sordid, vulgar passion of accretion; but men 
of this sort are not the rule, and their number 
is rapidly growing smaller. No account is 
made by these prejudiced assailants of cap- 
ital of the good that is done, of the charities 
privately administered and unknown to the 
world, or of the benefactions publicly, be- 
stowed. We have yet to find in any o of 
labor or of Socialism a recognition of the 
generosity of Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt in 
rescuing one of the world’s greatest pictures, 
„The Horse-Fair,” and giving it to the pub- 
lic; of Mr. Seney’s public spirit in follow: 
ing up this gift with another of fifty 
thousand doliars’ worth of paintings; 
or of Miss Wolfe’s gift off her 
whole gallery to a public institution. 
These are direct benefits secured from great 
fortunes which can return nothing to those 
who bestow them, except the satisfaction 
growing out of kindly deeds. Miss Wolfe 
endowed homes for the poor, built churches,

mentsof charities for the poor and homeless 
like that of Burr and of schools for waifs like 
that of Armour, hospitals like St. Luke’s 
and the Hospital for Women and Children 
give thé he to the sweeping charge of selfish- 
ness made against capital. There is not 
a country in te world where rich men and 
women are doing so much for artistic enjoy- 
ment, for higher education, for the practical 
training of young men and women, for the 
amelioration of suffering, and for the dif- 
fusion of general intelligence among the 
masses as in America. In saying all this we 


misfortunes, that labor has not its griey- 
ances, and that capital is not sometimes op- 
pressive, though nqt more so than labor when 
it has the opportunity. What we do contend 
is that capital is doing a great work, publicly 
and privately, to elevate the genéral condi- 
tion and improve it, and that if labor would 
meet it half-way, instead of blindly antago- 
nizing it with old-time prejudices and tradi- 
tional hatreds, the progress of eyo lution 
would be much more rapid and the common 
weal would be vastly improved. 


THE FOURTH PARTY. 

The election in this city of one week ago 
will probably rank in political annals as the 
most important one between 1884 and 1888. 
It was in no gense the child of the last Presi- 
dential canvass and contest, but it was of 
special interest from the standpoint of the 
next Presidency. Had the Labor party won 
the day, or come approximately near to 
victory, it would have turned its attention at 
once to President making, and that would 
have been the principal industry of the walk- 
ing delegates until after the next National 
election. No one can forecast what that 


particular fine of action, but certain it is that 
their assumptions of importance have been 
most emphatically rebuked. 

The demagogs who are on the alert all the 
time for some false pretension of sympathy 
with the toiling masses have been taught a 
lesson by Carter Harrison’s inglorious exit 
from public life. The genuine laboring men 
were disgusted both with Socialism and with 
demagogism. They repudiated the one and 
reprobated the other. The politicians who 
make officeseeking a trade are liable to ex- 
aggerate the importance of mere noise and 
pretense, They needed just the warning les- 
son of last Tuesday. 

The indications are that the remnant of 
the Labor movement will be the fourth party 
in 1888 and about an offset to the Prohibition 
party. The latter draws mainly from the 
Repubheans and the former from the Demo- 
crats. It was the misfortune of 1884 that 
there was only one irregular political organi- 
zation in the field, thus giving the Democracy 
a special advantage. In restoring the 
equilibrium between the two permanent par- 
ties this fourth party, whether it continues 
to cater to Socialism and Georgeism or not, 
cannot fail to be eminently useful. 
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Ax opinion by the Attorney-General of this 
State in Hard to,“ clean”. bills of lading 
was printed in Tun Taten of yesterday. 
It is to the effect that the refusal by a rail- 
road carrier to give a true and correct state- 
ment of the weight of grain loaded into cars 
when the same is demanded is a violation of 
the law and renders the company liable to 
the penalty of $100; also that a suit may de 
maintained against each transportation com- 
pany upon each consignment of grain carried 
by it for which it may refuse to give such re- 
ceipt. Under this ruling shippers of grain 
should experience little difficulty in insisting 
upon their long-deferred rights in the matter. 
It will be their own fault if they continue to 
suffer from the negligence of employés whose 
natural laziness leads them to shirk trouble 
when not held to strict accountability for 
their acts. It is notorious that it has hitherto 
been practically impossible tqobtain from the 
railroad officials a correct statement of the 
weight of grain shipped in the cars of 
their lines. The bills of lading have con- 
tained only approximate statements of quan- 
tity, and not infrequently they have been {or 
from near approximations to the truth, the 
difference amounting in some cases to several 
hundred pounds on a car-load, or a large per- 
centage of the whole. The result has been 
great dissatisfaction to both buyer and sell- 
er, and often grave misunderstandings be- 
tween them. The party who is wronged by 

the incorrect statement is the only one to 
complain, and the other is not always willing 
to assist in having the matter set right, 
while the difficulty of rectifying the mistake 
is all the greater when a thousand mules of 
distance and two or three States separate the 
initial seller and the ultimate buyer. Inas- 
much, too, as the freight charges are based 
on the assumed “ railroad weights, the state- 
ment is much more likely to be over than 
under the fact, which means paying for the 
transportation of property that is not carried, 
besides the loss due to shrinkage from leaks 
or spilling in the transfer from one car to 
another. 


Curcacoelevators and vessels contained last 
Saturday evening 12,900,170 bushels of wheat, 
11,674,883 bushels of corn, 1,066,387 bushels of 
oats, 162,116 bushels of rye, and 113,030 
bushels of barley; total, 25,916,595 bushels of 
all kinds of grain, against 17,663,227 bushels 
a year ago. For the same date the Secretary 
of the Chicago Board of Trade states the vis- 
ible supply of grain fm the United States and 
Canada as 51,916,824 bushels of wheat, 20,- 
135,147 bushels of corn, 4,288,245 bushels of 
oats, 381,571 bushels of rye, and 999,852 bush- 
els of barley. These figures are larger than 
the corresponding ones a week ago by 330,600 
in wheat and 1,329,960 in corn. The visible 

supply of wheat for the corresponding week 
a year ago decreased 1,290,255 bushels.

INTERESTING PATENT CASE. 


A Chicago Woman's Claim on Account of 
Her Late Husband's Invention. 

Detroit, Mich., Apr 11.—[Special.]—The 
patent case of Sarah May of Chicago against 
the Supervisors of Genesee County, Michi- 
gan, in the United States Oourt is of more 
than ordinary interest to the prison authori- 
ties of counties in this and other States. Al- 
though Genesee County is alone known in 
the case, it is really a combination of 
Wayne, Bay, Saginaw, and other counties to 
test the questions involved.

OUR “DETECTIVE” DEPARTMENT. 


It Needs Overhauling and Mayor Roche 
Will Do That Same. 

If any department of the City Government re- 
quires the attention of Muyor-elect Roche, with 
a view to its reformation, it is the Central De- 
tective Bureau. The management of that branch 
ot the police service has been notoriously inem- 
cient for several years past. Lieut. Shea, the 
Chief of the bureau, has been severely criticised 
more than once for his alleged brutality toward 
the criminals who have occasionally been capt- 
ured by his slow-witted and slow-paced subor- 


dinates. There is a good precedent for a thor- 
ough reconstruction of the bureau. When Car- 


ter Harrison first assumed the reins of office he 


cleaned it out from top to bottom. Prior to his 
election there had been complaints about the de- 
tective service, but they were by no means as 


loud or a rently as well-grounded as the

CuarcaGco, April 11,-4[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—An article in your issue of last Thurs- 
day, entitled “A Young Patriot,“ recalls to 
mind a Michigan incident of the War no less 
worthy of remembrance. 

During the War the Village of Constantine 
was noted as one of the most intensely loyal 
and patriotic communities in the country. As 
company after company, raised in the vicini- 
ty, departed for the front they left behind a 

le whose love of country despened with 

eir anxiety for and sympathy with those in 
the field. The custom for every household 
to attest its loyaity by a display of the Ameri- 
can flag grew until no. ons. could — or 
refuse to comply with it without standing in 
open defiance oi the strongest public senti- 
ment. The few Copperheads of the town, 
who made up in bitterness. what they lacked 
in num yielded one by one with great re- 
luctance. One of the last was a prominent 
merchant, who had hardly cared to conceal 
the fact that his heart was with the Confed- 


eracy. 
The village possessed an old field-piece 
which, though rusty, served admirably to 
celebrate Union victories. Unon one oc- 
casion the “artillery,” having been loaded 
to the muzzle, was drawn up in front of the 
store in question and tho suggestion made to 
the E that it would be well for him 
to hang out the flag.“ 
“I know of no law compelling me to do 
80, he replied. 
mptly following the reply the old can- 
discharged with a report that shat- 
many of the windows in the store, The 
suggestion was then made to the proprietor 
that in case he did not run up the the 
boys might turn the muzzle into the door 
next time.

It 
was found, however, that under the weight 
of the ladders the slender pole bent and 
swayed so much that no man dared to attempt 
the ascent.

OUR AMERICAN GIRLS. 


How They Compare with Their Transat- 
lantic Sisters. 

A contemporary says: In England out-of- 
door exercise prevents decay, and women of 
40 compare favorably with our women of 
28.

I remember the experience 
of a publisher, a friend of mine, that proves 
the truth of my.view. He bought at an auc- 
tion sale for a song plates of Southey’s 
‘Thalaba’ which once formed a part ofa 
complete set of plates of Southey’s works. 
My riend issued an edition of ‘Thalaba’ 
which, you know, is a lurid nightmare which 
no one understands and noone but the proof- 
reader has ever read through, bound it in an 
elaborate and attractive style, and threw it 
on the market as a holiday gift book at $1,50. 
It sold hke hot cakes. Of course no one that 
bought it ever tried to unravei the delirious 

uzzle the book contained, but it was poetry, 
t bore the name of a well-known author, it 
was bound in astyle that made it a good 
centre-table ornament, it was cheap—and 
that was enough. . 

Cooper is the best se American nov- 
elist. e copyright on his books expired 
long ago. Thé best selling single work ever 
written by an American is Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,’ which is still protected by a copy 

ht, and which still sells, summer and 
winter, thi after its first a nce, 
as though it was just out. my! but 
there has been money made out of that book. 
Mrs. Stowe has made more from it than from 
all her other works together, and three or 
four Le have got rich from it. 

The introduction of the cheap paper edi- 
tions has revolutionized our business, and 
that of the juvenile book writer as well A 
dozen years ago we used to sell thousands of 
sets every year of books by Oliver Optic, 
Jr., Elijah Kellogg, and others.

IMPERIAL FAMILY JARS. 


Domestic Unhappiness in thé Royal Prus- 
sian Household. “ 

The Emperor and Empress live as separate- 
ly as possible when in Berlin, and in the 
summer they usually go to different water- 
ing places. They take their meals separate- 
ly, take exercise separately, and are never 
seen together in public. In the evening 
about 11 o’clock, when the Empress is sur- 
rounded by her maids of honor, the Emperor 
goes upstairs to see her fora moment. At 
10 o’clock every morning the Empress goes 
down to return the Emperor’s visit. This is 
usually the only moment of the day on which 
the imperial couple converse without wit- 
nesses. The conversation is rarely respect- 
ing litics. The usual topics are the 
2 — alliances projected in the 
family, the next ball, the important 
audiences to be accorded, etc. The principal 
topicis the exceedingly strange state of af-. 
fairs existing between the imperial couple 
and the household of the Prince Imperial, 
and of what behavior shall be adopted in con- 
sequence, even on the most unimportant oc- 
casions. It is now being more and more 
vividly realized that the hour is approaching 
when the successor will ascend the throne. 
The Emperor knows that his favorit Minis- 
ters will be dismissed and his work possibly- 
all undone. The Empress feeis that, as a 
widow, her residence in Berlin, or even in 
Germany, would be embittered by the new 
Empress, the Englishwoman with her 
mother’s ideas, whose influence has already 
alienated from her the respect and affection 
of her son, and she has for some time past 
spoken of withdrawing to Rome. 

In the palace of the ce Imperial exas- 
peration increases daily. The Prince Im- 
*. is growing old in inaction. His father 
s too jealous of his.power to allow his son 
the slightest share in the ruling of the Em- 
pire or the management of civil or military 
affairs. But the causes of the mutual dislike 
are complex. The authority of the head of 
the family is a sacred principle with the 
Hohenzollerns, and may be pushed to its ex- 
tremest limit. At the of 50 the present 
sovereign was still Prince Royal, and although 
the reigning sovereign was only his brother, 
he and his wife were forced to submit to the 
caprices and often silly rules of the then King. 
ln their turn the Emperor and Empress now 
exercise their authority over the Prince 
and Princess Imperial with almost incon- 
ceivable strictness. The Prince Imperial 
cannot make a move, nor spend a sum of 
money, without consulting nis father, and 
he is made to realize his dependence keenly. 
The Princess Imperial cannot even engage a 
maid of honor for herself, or a governess for 
her daughters, cannot travel even, without 
the consent of her haughty and often insult- 
ing mother-in-law. On the other hand, the 
Prince Imperial is on bad terms with his son 
Prince William, who hus robved him of his 
popularity in the army by parading his de- 
votion to the Emperor, his grandfather, In 
consequence, of course, the imperial couple 
ostentatiously make much of their grandson 
and his family. The result of this is

The Tender Affection of the Younger Dumas 
for His Parent. 


Some details have ntly been given to 
the ‘world res the mother of the 
younger Dumas. She was not, as has fre- 
quently been asserted, a woman of the lower 
classes, unintelligent and uneducated. She 


was of a respectable family at Rouen, was 
married early in life to a man whom she 
never loved, and from whom she separated 
very soon after their union. She came to 
Paris and adopted the trade of a dress- 
maker. Chance threw her in the way of 
Alexandre Dumas, then earning a salary of 
$300 a year; they were mutually 1 5 
and a serious love affair ensued. After their 

tion a few years later, Mme. 1 
worked hard to rear and educate her 
child. Someof the early years of his man- 
hood he passed with his father; the rest of 
his existence was devoted to his fond and 
careful mother. It was in the pleasant little 
home that she formed for him that he began 
his literary career. For four years the mother 
and son lived together in an existence made 
up of order and economy. The young man 
wrote several novels, and was employed on 
two or three papers. Then, in 1 the 
great success of La Dame aux ( lias,” 
andfame came, with fortune in her train, 
the modest abode of the young author. To the 
honor of the wg Dumas be it said, that 
his first action on accession to compara- 
tive wealth was the settlement of 
a pension on his mother. Hencefor- 
ward the cares and trials of Mme. 
L—— were atanend. She refused to leave 
the modest suite of a ents on the Rue 
Pigalle where she and her son had dwelt to- 
gether, and it was there that she died in his 
arms in 1868. She had always proudly re- 
fused to accept anything from the elder 
Dumas after their final separation, yet she 
was accustomed to speak of him with 
indulgence as of a spoiled child, who h 
never learned wisdom, either from age or re- 
verses of fortune. She carefully 1

had been written. She was famous for her 
preserves, and for several autumns she sent 
some jars of them to the abode of the author 
of “ Monte Cristo,” who was then living on 
the Boulevard Malesherbes.
